A redocing-diet rcR-imcn need not take the 5°y ou!; 
kfe. On tl<, 
contrary, it adds to it in the form of a trim figure and a new feelin g o 
well-being. In recom m ending a reducing program , doctors warn patients 
about the perils of a restricted diet; so you m ay continue eating m ost cl 
the foods you like, but cut down on the quantity of the high-calorie fooaa 
— that is, cream, butter, other fa ts, sw eets, and foods relatively ruga rn 
itarch, like cereals, potatoes, lim a beans, macaroni, etc. 


It is really a question of bu dgeting your calories, so h ave a list ct 
typical servin gs of foods and their calorie value ai 
hand fo r constan t reference. We have such a list a v a il­ 
able. T his list will m ake it easy for you to figure out 
your daily allow ance of calories w hen planning your 
meals. 


lf at first you keep a careful daily record of the 
calories your meals are g ivin g you, it will not be long 
before you need check up on them only now and then. 
For you will have learned about how m any calorie! 
this and 
hat food in certain am ounts will add. That 
little bit of cream on your fruit, the extra p a t of but* 
ter you take in a forgetful m om ent, the sprinkle ol 
sugar in your coffee, add hundreds of calories all toe 
qui* kly. That is why you should keep careful count o.‘ 
them if you are taking this reducing business serb 
ou>ly. A food is “fa tten in g ” only as it adds to the to ta 
daily calories taken in. 


Make generous u^e o f the low-calorie fo o d s —the leafy, green v e g e ­ 
tables and fruits— for being bulky they give you a feelin g of satisfactior 
without adding up the calories, and they richly contribute to the vitamin; 
and minerals in your diet. As in cutting down so drastically on the d a y ’; 
calories you can m e so little butter and cream— foods that are rich rn 
vitamin A — you will realize that it is necessary to depend more than usua. 
jpon the leafy green vegetab les for your supply of this vitamin. 


U se salt very sp arin gly in cooking and season in g your food at the 
table, as it invites increase in w eight. Avoid the habit of eatin g betweer 
meals; but if you g et hungry, drink som e tom ato juice, or a cup of hot 
broth or clear tea with lemon. G et out for long walks when you can; they 
will speed up the w eight-and -girth lo; ing. 


U se oil dressings sp aringly for your naiads, som etim es ^pbstitutinp 
cooked dressing, which is of lower calm ie value, or a little seasoned lemur 
juice or vinegar. A d ressin g of mineral oil i : app etizin g and has no caloric 
value; but consult your doctor before u sin g it, as you would before using 
saccharine for sw eeten in g your tea or coffee,
